Only the heroic work, of two men in 
the Fredrick's hotel, Waukegan, Tues- 
day morning averted what might have 
been the cause of two lives and a ser- 
ious conflagration. 

About seven o'clock the bartender of 
the hotel was awakened by the sound of 
children crying in the room next to his. 
He had been working late the. night be- 
fore and was hardly awake enough to 
realize that the smell of smoke that 
eame to him was from a fire in the next 
Toom. As soon as he was fully awake 
he rushed out into the corridor in his 
bare feet, to find out what the fire was, 
thinking that it might be in the hall 
below. # 

He soon found that the smoke was 
pouring out of the room next to his, 
and knowing there were two children in 
that room, he tried to open the door. 
But the mother, before' leaving the 
children, had locked the door so that the 
children would not upon awaking leave 
the room and fall down the stairs. 

The children in the room were Tony 
Sladic, aged four years, and Bessie, 
aged 18 months. Their mother, Annie 
Sladic, is employed as a waitress in the 
hotel and had risen about G o'clock in 
the morning, leaving the children asleep. 
The hero-bartender, • to whom these 
two children owe their lives, told the 
story of the fire. 

He said: "I was sleeping inthe next 
room to the one occupied by the Sladic 
family when I was awakened by the 
sound of children crying and beating on 
the door. At first I did not pay much 
attention to their cries, but soon I 
smelled smoke and then I rushed from 
my room only to find smoke rolling out 
of their room. I tried to open the door 
but it was locked, and I grabbed the 
first thing I could lay my hands on to 
break open the door, and in so doing I 
stepped on the key which had fallen 
from the door in some manner. 

"Unlocking the door with the key, I 
was nearly suffocated by the smoke that 
rolled out, but as soon as I could I 
rushed in to see if I could get the chil- 
dren out. I stepped on the boy,' Tony, 
with my bare feet, and picking him up 
I passed him out. to William Haar of 
the Waukegan theater, who had been 
awakened by my shouts for help. 

"As soon as he was out of my hands 
I tried to find the baby in the bed, but 
she was nowhere to be found. Finally, 
when the smoke had cleared, I opened 
the window and, when most of the 
smoke had blown out, one of the guests 
found the baby wrapped up . in the bed 
clothes at the foot of the bed. She was 
passed out and then all turned in to put 
out the fire. 

"Nearly all tho guests had by this 
time arrived at the scene of the fire, 
bringing blankets, bedclothes, pitch- 
ers of water. The fire was extinguished 
without any trouble, ^ and outside the 
loss of bedding and a few burned toes 
there was little loss." 

The boy when asked as to what he 
had done to start it, said that the baby 
had cried and he lit a match to find but 
what the matter was and had dropped 
it on the bed.

Miller are now advancing to middle age 
and every one of the eighteen childen 
have always been decidedly healthy and 
outside of the visit of the stork to the 
Miller home there has been little call 
for services of physician. 

The Millers family is one of the big 
features of the western part of Kenosha 
county and the Miller family was about 
the only exhibit that the county had at 
the recent state fair in Milwaukee. 
Salem and Randall people like to joke 
with Miller over his family but he is 
proud of the distinction and one of the 
funny stories told about the family was 
told by ^ Miller himself. He marched 
up to the state fair with his eighteen 
youngsters the last arrival his "Teddy" 
being carried by his mother. As he 
approached the gates he spoke to tho 
gateman and told him he had 
eighteen children and expected a reduc 
ed rate for such wholesale business and

Frank T. Fowler and Others Start Plant to 
Manufacture Powdered Milk. 

Frank T. Fowler's powdered milk 
plant is to be built near Sycamore, ac- 
cording to an Elgin paper which says: 

When Gail Borden invented condens- 
ed milk and started to can it in a little 
plant then running on the east side, the 
people thought that the' limit of per- 
fection in that line had been reached. 
But now comes a Chicago firm with an 
invention known as powdered milk. 

The promoters have made frequent 
trips to Elgin but found that about all 
of the product of the cow in that im- 
mediate section is taken, and being un- 
able to secure contracts there they de- 
cided to locate at Sycamore. 

The firm is known as the National 
Dry Products Company and it is putting 
several hundred dollars in a small plant 
there for the manufacture of powdered 
milk. 

The company will occupy a part of 
the creamery plant of the Murphy & 
Company Creamery and will receive 
tjieir milk from them. They , expect to 
have the plant in operation within a 
week or two at least, and if it proves a 
success a large plant will be erected for 
its manufacture. , 

The milk goes through a process that 
reduces it to a powder and it is placed 
in cans in that form and it is claimed 
can be changed to natural milk again 
by adding water. • 

This product is said to be imperish- 
able and no one need be afraid to come 
to the table with sour milk for coffee 
while they have a supply of this on 
hand. It 1b claimed that it will stand 
all kinds of weather without turning 
sour, and that after passing through 
this process there h no chance for 
germs of any kind to linger in it. After 
the milk goes into the dryer there is 
no chance for it to loose any of the fat 
and those who buy powdered milk will 
have a product that will contain all its 

natural richness. 



BURNED BY 

EXPLOSION OF 

GASOLINE STOVE 



Lost Saturday afternoon Mrs. Geo. 
Landry was quite badly burned about 
the face neck and arms when a gaso- 
line stove upon which she was cooking 
a meal exploded completely envelop- 
ing her in flames. Fortunately her 
mother who resides at the Landry 
home was near by and grabing the 
portiers she threw them about her 
daughter extinguishing the flames, and 
although the burns she -received are 
quite severe they are happily not fatal 
and her early recovery is looked for- 
ward to. 

Considerable damage was done by 
the explosion and it was only by the 
prompt assistance rendered by the 
neighbors that the flames were extin- 
guished. 

Mr. and Mrs. Landry were residents 
of Antioch for a number of years but 
having sold their home here they 
moved to Russell to reside about a 
month ago. 



One more name was added to the 
list of fatalities of automobile accidents 
Sunday afternoon when Mrs. Henry 
Paulson died from injuries received 
the preceeding afternoon when the 
machine in which she was riding turned 
turtle just south of Lake Villa. 

Mr. Paulson, a jewelery supplies 
dealer who resides at 3751 West Irving 
Park boulevard, Chicago, together 
with an auto party consisting of his 
wife, Harry Burtwin her brother^ and 
Catherine Dougherty, her neice.were 
enroute to the Paulson summer home 
at Channel lake for a few days stay. 
Mr. Paulson who was driving, feeling 
secure in his knowledge of the road by 
reason of having made the trip many 
times this summer, was speeding at 
the rate of about forty miles an hourn 
and had ] reached a place just a few 
rods north of the Manzer farm at Lake 
Villa when suddenly the machine skid- 
ded hung for a moment on the edge of 
the four foot embankment and then 
tumbled to the bottom of the incline 
hurling its occupants with force to the 
ground. 

As soon as Mr. Paulson could get up 
he ran to the side of his wife who was 
lying inert .at the bottom of the em- 
bankment His cries soon brought aid 
and the injured woman was taken to 
the Manzer home and a physician was 
hastily summoned. Upon his arrival 
he found that she was suffering from a 
concussion of the brain and that her 
recovery was impossible, although she 
lived until the next afternoon. The 
other occupants of the car were uninjur- 
ed with the exception of a few minor 
bruises, 

Miss Dougherty in speaking of the 
accident said "I can't see how any of 
us got out alive. We were traveling 
at a high rate of speed, and it was too 
dark to see the ruts in the road. We 
approached a curve and then ascended 
a ridge. Suddenly a rut swung the 
machine from the road and it was im- 
mediately beyond the control of the 
driver. He franticly jerked at the 
levers as the car hesitated on -the edge 
of the incline, but to no avail. Mrs. 
Paulson seemed to cling to the machine 
and it is thought that she struck some 
part of the car as Bhe was hurled from 
it 

The inquest was held Sunday evening 
and a verdict of accidental death was 
returned. The remains were taken to 
Chicago Monday morning. 



Frank S. Edwards Writes Interesting Ac- 
count of Trip from Hickory to Osceola 

Editor Antioch News, 
Antioch, 111. 
As a 400 mile drive with team and 
buggy is unusual in thiB day of fast 
trains and autos, I thought the readers 
of the Antioch News would .be pleased 
to read the account of our trip from 
Hickory, 111., to Osceola, Iowa, the dis- 
tance being driven in ten days. 

On Monday evening, Sept. 5, 1910, 
Ernest Garrett and myself starred on 
our trip, driving to Gray slake that 
evening and staying at my uncle's all 
night. At 7:45 Tuesday morning we 
started on our journey and drove to 
Huntley where we put up for the night. 
The 'following day we drove through a 
great dairy country where nearly all 
the farmers have from forty to fifty 
milch cows, all Holsteins. We stopped 
that night at a farm house west of 
Genoa, 

Were off early next morning and un- 
awares drove through the only pine tree 
forest in the Btate of Illinois, covering 
the bluffs of the Rock river, a beautiful 
stream with ledges of lime stone rock 
from 15 to 30 feet high of one side with 
a fine scene of other trees and small 
pines on the bottoms covered with 
blue grass. Friday we drove through 
Polo and Sterling and stopped for the 
night at Morrison. 

Saturday morning at 9:30 we drove on 
the bridge at Clinton spanning the 
Mississippi river. It took us twenty 
minutes to cross with the team walking. 
The bridge is 80 feet above the high 
water mark, therefore 130 feet above 
low water. We drove over the tops of 
trees so were at' least 100 feet above the 
ground and still higher above the water. 
We stopped over night at a small 
town on the river called Pleasant Valley 
and intended to remain over Sunday 
but as the whole town was on a drunk 
that night and we could get nothing to 
eat at the hotel we drove a distance of 
ten miles to Davenport and stayed there 
till Monday morning. 

It rained Sunday night so had muddy 
roads to travel on Monday but still we 
drove forty-two miles, going through 
Muscatine and stopping at Letts for the 
night. 

Tuesday we passed a forty acre patch 
of watermellons where they were feed- 
ing them to" the stock by the wagon 
load. Of course, we saved one from a 
similar fate. We stopped at a farm 
house near Olds and Wednesday drove 
through Fairfield to Ottumwa arriving 
there at 7:45. 

The next morning we hit the old Mor- 
mon trail for Chariton and arrived there 
at 10:30 Friday morning. At 5:00 
o'clock in the afternoon we stopped at 
Woodburn to feed and water our horses 
then drove into Osceola, arriving at our 
journey's end at 10:30 in the evening. 
Thus ends our story. 

We saw plenty of good corn on the 
way and after we crossed the line into 
Iowa there was_ much wheat being 
sown. The roads were in good condi- 
tion and it would be hard to find a more 
prosperous country than that through 
which we passed.

for members, orders from which will be 
delivered by the.novel means of motor 
boats. 

The organization is to . be launched 
formally at a meeting and banquet to 
be held in Chicago at a date to be made 
later. Among Chicagoans in the dis- 
trict are O. W.. Richardson, Willis M. . 
Baldwin of Standard Oil, Henry Paul- 
son, Dr. Venn and William and John 
Ayling. There are scores of others. 
County Treasurer Fred Ames of Lake 
county, residing at Waukegan, is a 
leader in the movement 

The co-operative store is planned 
mainly to afford summer resorters 
cheaper rates on all kinds of merchan- 
dise and supplies and to guarantee . 
prompt delivery, the kick being that 
stores at the lakes charge prices too 
high and are not speedy enough at de- 
livering. 

The league will probably be named 
the Four Lakes Property Owners' Pro- 
tective Association, and will -among; 
other objects stand for the following: 

Good roads in vicinity of lake summer 
resorts. 

The dredging out and marking with 
lights and signals of channels between 
the lakes. The cleaning of shores. The 
connection with deeper and wider chari- 
nals of the four lakes named with Fox 
Lake and the rest of the chain in west- 
ern Lake county. 

Better train service between Chicago 
and the lakes, the railroad station of 
which is Antioch. 

The application of school tax money 
now paid Lake county by non-residents 
who summer there for good roads. This 
is to be demanded on the plea that the 
resorters do not send their chileren to 
the Lake county schools at all, being at 
the lakes only for the summer months. 
The fostering of better feeling of 
good fellowship between the all-the- 
year-round inhabitants of the district 
and the resorters. It is claimed that 
the "natives" now regard the resorters 
as their natural foes, when the reverse 
is the case. 

There is an association conducted on 
a similar plan at Fox Lake and it is be- 
lieved that the new one will take over 
thiB one in a merger after a time. 

It is stated that leading members of 
the committee for organization are now 
getting an option on an island between 
Channel Lake and Lake Catherine for 
a club house. 

The roads about the district which is 
organizing are said to be extremely bad. 
It is claimed that the scraper was not 
run over them at all until the last week, 
for the current year, and that they 
could not be worse than they are now. 
Motor and yacht clubs are to be or- 
ganized. 

An attempt will be mode to increase 
the entente cordiale between the vil- 
lage of Antioch and its merchants arid 
people and the resorters. The major- 
ity of the resorters are Chicagoans and 
t)ie district is second only to Fox Lake, 
although more exclusive.

Big Harvest From Unredeemed Money 





WASHINGTON.— The United States 
government in fifty years haB ac- 
cumulated $13,000,000 from unre- 
deemed money. A long-standing ques- 
tion, namely: How much does a gov- 
ernment make through the failure of 
Its citizens to present its paper for 
redemption? 1b answered fairly ac- 
curately for our country in these fig- 
ures. Export mathematicians in tho 
United States have figured on the 
problem, and the results they have 
obtained by different methods are so 
nearly Identical a& to lead the layman 
to feel confident that they have hit 
somowhero near the mark. 

ObviouBly the difficulties surround- 
ing tho statistician wishing to tabu- 
late the gains of tho government from 
thlB source are almost insurmounta- 
ble, If accurate figures are what ho is 
looking for. Tho destruction of pa- 
per money of all sorts goes on rapid- 
ly throughout tho country, yet this 
loss Is never reported to tho treasury. 
So tho mathematicians have had to 
take tho corapleto figures of tho gov- 
ernment redemption. division, and by 
comparing tho average life of notes, 
tho average percentage of actual re- 
demption, and other items of that 
sort, havo been able to work out a 



money that is either destroyed or is 
in such hands that It .will never roach 
the treasury for redemption in gold. 

Well-known authorities who havo 
worked Independently on tho subject 
found, when they compared notes, 
that they had reached substantially 
tho Bame result— that of all paper 
money Issued tho government escaped 
payment on from one-tenth of 1 por 
cent to about one-half of 1 per cent. 
ThlB, of course, means that the gov- 
ernment makes on tho paper money 
It issues a commission, varying be- 
tween tho percentages set forth. The 
most definite result shows a gain of 
approximately one-eighth of 1 per 
cent, a total gain to tho government 
amounting to $13,241,000 slnco tho 
beginning of our paper money — about 
half a century ago. t 

All sorts of causes contribute to 
increase tho amount of paper money 
that will never bo presented for re 
demptlon. Fire is perhaps tho most 
Important cause, though Improved 
Bafes and tho moro general uso of 
safeB for holding tho cash supply aro 
annually reducing the ioss from this 
cause. Then there Is a sort of inertia 
that money seems to havo which 
keeps It out la tho country once it 
Is started in circulation, oven though 
It bo of an issue supposed to mature 
at a given time. Shipwrecks, too, are 
responsible for some of tho loss. 
Lastly, there aro the collectors, and 
It is probablo that every fairly good 
collection of United States paper 
money accounts for at least ono piece 
of every denomination that has failed

THE United States army has lately 
undergone a series of stern and 
severe criticisms. Authorities havo 
studied tho existing conditions from 
every point of view, and In their re- 
ports hnvo delivered their opinions 
in a fearless manner. In a report 
recently made public ono inspector 
points out tho case of a whole bat- 
talion of artillery starting out for tho 
Philippines without a single field of- 
ficer and ono of tho batteries com- 
manded by a second lieutenant of 
le*3 than two years' service. In ono 
department alone a third of tho line 
officers were absent from duty with 
their commands., undor detail, and al- 
together, the Inspector says, tlio situ- 
ation warrants the prediction that re- 
sults of a disastrous kind must sooner 
or later bo realized. 

People who think tho United States 
army stands at tho top of the pro- 
fession would bo rudely jarred to 
learn from Inspector Genoral Ball 



that tho field army Is wholly unpre- 
pared for field service. Ho says tho 
new regulations aro almost entirely 
theoretical or dependent upon tho ex- 
perience of European armies. Our 
transportation Is tho same as at the 
beginning of tho civil war, for our 
army has bo far failed to mako uso 
of automobiles, traction engines and 
other modern appliances In the. field. 
The weaknesses could bo quickly de- 
veloped If the present annual maneu- 
vers could be replaced at least once 
by tho march of a completo army 
corps. Very few. of our officers havo 
over marched with more than a regi- 
ment. 

To remedy these conditions, MaJ. 
Gen. Wood, chief of staff, has issued 
orders which will change materially 
tho training of tho army. Tho Inspec- 
tors general will bo required to sub- 
mit the troops to an annual inspection 
In tho field, in addition to tho present 
Inspection, which is described In some 
quarters as being little less than an 
Inquiry into the accounts nnd garri- 
son work of the troops. Tho now in- 
spection will be designed to show tho 
efficiency of the troopB In tho theoret- 
ical work taught army officers in tho 
various schools and provided for In 
the various drill regulations. 



First Report on Infantile Paralysis 




THERE were 560 deaths from 
acute anterior poliomyelitis, or in- 
fantile paralysis, 116 from pellagra, 
65 from rabies, or hydrophobia, and 9 
deaths from leprosy In 1909, In }ho 
death registration area of Continental 
United States, which comprises over 
55 por cent of the total population, 
according to the census bureau's 
forthcoming bulletin on mortality sta- 
tistics for 1900, submitted to Census 
Director Durand by Dr. Cressy L. 
Wilbur, chief statistician for vital 
statistics. 

It Is reported that of tho 569 deaths 
from Infantile paralysis 552 were of 
white and only 17 of colored persons, 

Tho bulletin states that no statis- 
tical segregation of infantllo paralyBls 



as a cause of death has been made 
heretofore, but the Increasing Import- 
ance of the disease and Its wide prev- 
alence throughout the country In the 
form of local epidemics render a 
statement of the mortality important. 

Tho 569 deaths compiled for tho 
registration area for 1909 were widely 
distributed, and Indicate endemic or 
epidemic prevalence In many parts of 
the country. It should bo remem- 
bered, the bulletin .points out, that 
the census data relate only to regis- 
tration Bources, and thnt for tho non- 
registration stnteB the deaths aro 
only those returned from tho regisi- 
tratlon cities contained therein. 

Pellagra Is a new disease In tho 
mortality statistics, tho bulletin 
states. Only 23 deathB were returned 
from this causo for 1908, and no 
deaths for any previous year except 
ono for 1904. Such deaths undoubt- 
edly occurred, but wore not recog- 
nlged and were consequently returned 
as duo to other causes or as of un- 
known ^cause. 



Gifts of Potentates Vex Uncle Sam 




HALF a dozen resolutions authoriz- 
ing acceptance of gifts by^Ameri- 
can military men and diplomatic of- 
ficers from forolgn rulers were turned 
down last session by tho houso com- 
mittee on foreign affairs, Accom- 
panying tho rejection was a report 
tending to dlscourago any such offorts 
In tho future.. 

In strong language • tho commltteo 
pointed out that tho provision of the 
constitution prohibiting tho accept- 
ance of such gifts by Americans In 
official life was. drawn wisely by the 
fatherB of tho country in tlio interest 
of tho integrity and perpotulty of the 
ropubllc. Undorlying the prohibition 
is tho thought that those accepting 
Buch gifts would bo under moro or 
less obligation to tho giver, and to 



that degree, at least, weaken his al- 
legiance to this country. 

The most noted exception to this 
rule by congress was tho authoriza- 
tion of acceptance by former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of tho Nobel poaco 
prize, amounting to about $39,000. 
Colonel Roosevelt turned this money 
over to the department of commerce 
and labor to form the basis of a 
fund for expenses nttondlng arbitra- 
tion and the peaceful settlement of 
disputes between capital and labor. 
Before granting tho authorization in 
this instance, congress had full 'knowl- 
edge of what waa to bo done with 
the money. The prize wa? awardbd 
to Colonol Roosevelt for his efforts 
in terminating tho war between, Rus- 
sia and Japan. 

The action of tho houso commltteo 
arouses now Interost In tho notablo 
collection of yniuablo and curious 
gifts presented by foreigners to of- 
ficial Americans which this govern- 
ment has not authorized acceptance 
of by Americans and which aro now 
In safekeeping In the national mu- 
seum and- In the stnto, war and navy 
departments. . f

Northern 'Minnesota and Canadian 
Border Swept by 8ea of Flames 
Along Rainy River— Property Lobs 
Over $2,000,000. 



' Rainy River, Ont — Swept by' a 
flfty-mile-an-hour gale, forest fires are 
leaving a trail of death and desola- 
• Won- on the south side of the Rainy 
river. • ■ * 

Seventy-fit o blackened corpses have 
beea found in the path of the flames 
land a vast area is yet to be searched 
Ifor dead, while the towns of Spooner, 
tBeaudetto, Pitt and Gracoton, Minn., 
fcave been utterly destroyed. 

It is believed that the dead will 
Itotal at least 300, while the property 
ioss will bo more than $2,000,000. 

Settlers, crazed with grief at the 
loss of families and property, are 
teaming the woods and searching par- 
ties are constantly going out in search 
iof the injured, the dead and the de- 
mented. Ono family of nine, ono of 
peven and one of five were completely, 
iwiped out 

A cyclone of flro struck Beaudotto 
nnd Spooner and within three minutes 
after the first alarm, every building 
fwas ablazo, and within an hour they 
yero heaps of ashes. The people of 
these two towns had Just sufficient 
time to get out of tholr homes with 
•what they had on tholr backs, taking 
nothing else with them. They wero 
loaded onto a passenger train that was 
standing at the depot and taken 
across to this city to safety. 

"With the exception of the destruc- 
tion of the mills and stock of the Rat 
Portage Lumbor company, the princi- 
pal loss is confined to the south side 
of the Rainy river and chiefly sus- 
tained along the American border. 

Railroad and wire connections with 
the scene of the great disaster from 
the west is cut off by a burned dis- 
trict from "Wnrroad, on the Canadian 
^Northern, a distance of forty miles, 
through which the last trains passed 
at peril of lives of the crews. The 
road Is open to the south and enst, 
however, and relief Is being afforded 
from Fort William.

Provisional President Braga and his 
associates are drawing tighter the 
Telns of "government and have begun 
actively to put into practise the prin- 
ciples for which thev have stood and

bulwarks of the now republic. 
; The first stop was the publication 
'of an official decree ordering all re- 
ligious bodies In Portugal to leave tho 
country within twenty-four hours.

LORIMER HEARING IS ENDED 

SENATORS ADJOURN BUT MAY 
MEET AT WASHINGTON. 



Speaker Shurtleff Goes on Stand— 
.' Testifies More About As- 
sembly Factions. 

Chicago.— Tho senatorial subcom- 
mittee which is investigating tho elec- 
tion of United States Senator Lorl- 
mer concluded its session in Chi- 
cago Saturday without hearing argu- 
ments. ; 

Before tho report on Mr. Lorlmors 
right to his seat is presented to tho 
full coramlttoo on privileges and. elec- 
tions, by which tho sevon investiga- 
tors were delegated, there is the pros- 
pect of further sittings at Washing- 
ton preceding the convening of con- 
gress next December. Moreover, it is 
possible that additional testimony will 
be heard. 

This will depend 'in part upon 
whether Representative Robert H. 
Wilson, now In hiding, is found by tho 
deputy United States marshals, who. 
have been hunting for him to Berve 
him with a subpoena. 

Chairman Burrows made plain that 
he was regarded as a highly desirable 
witness, whose absence at this time 
suggested special reasons for secur* 
lng his presence and testimony. 

Speaker Edward D. Shurtlpff was 
slated ono of the last witnesses hoard. 
Mr. Shurtleff denied paying or re- 
ceiving money "or other valuable 
thing" In consideration of voting for 
Lorlmer. Most of his testimony was 
devoted to apportioning the house leg- 
islators Into factional groups. 

Up to the last moment thero was 
uncertainty as to whether Senator 
Lorlmer would be a witness, but he 
did not go on tho stand. 

STANDARD CUTS OIL PRICES 

Reductions Made In Europe and the 
Far East In Campaign to In- 
crease Use of Kerosene. 



HOW DEPUTIES SURROUNDED THE DIETZ HOME 



New York.— J. I. C. Clarke, through 
whom the Standard Oil company 
mokos its official announcements to 
the public, has Issued a statement to 
tho effect that tho company has en- 
tered on a thoroughly mapped out 
campaign to Increase the consumption 
of kerosene In European countries and 
the lands of tho Orient Tho first 
move in this campaign Is the reduc- 
tion of the prices of oil In those coun- 
tries. Mr. Clarke's announcement says 
In part: 

'The Standard Oil company has in- 
augurated a campaign to increase tho 
world's consumption of refined oil. 
Tho level of prices for refined oil to- 
day In tho United StateB is lower than 
at any time during recent years, and 
as a direct result of thest» prices tho 
consumption of refined oil in this 
country Is increasing. Tho same pol- 
Ucy is now being actively pursued 
abroad." 

As Indicated by this statement, tho 
Standard company began trying out 
the policy of lower prices In the 
United States, though without an- 
nouncing that It had In view a cam- 
paign thnt would cover tho world. In 
August the price of refined oil in 
tanks was reduced from 6% to 5H 
cents a gallon, and tho prico of re- 
fined oil In barrels at the refinery was 
cut 1 cent, from 9% to 8% cents a 
gallon.

Tho ox-presldent made his utterance 
In telling tho Immense audience that 
tho most practical policy 1b for the 
United States to talk peace but pro- 
pare for war. 

"If war wore to como," Colonel 
Roosevelt proceeded, "our army would 
do well, provided wo gavo It a chanco 
to prepare for It in time of poaco. 
Don't forget that that is essential. Re- 
member that if wo do have any war 
we will have a real antagonist. It Is 
not necessary that we have a big 
army, but wo must certainly have a 
great navy. 

"In going through Europe what im- 
pressed me greatly was that nothing 
commanded moro reBpect from the 
European powers than our battleship 
voyago around tho world Into tho for- 
eign waters. Tho foreign nations do 
not care about our Fourth of July ora- 
tions. They do not caro when we got 
out and tell what we can do; but 
when wo sent our battleships around 
tho world— something no foreign pow^ 
or hnd ever dared to do — woll v that 
impressed them. 

"I am a strong bollover In peace, 
but I believe the stronger navy is 
needed." 

Colonel Roosevelt reached Knoxvlllo 
after a stop at Bristol, Va., whorb he 
launched into a defenBO of his now 
nationalism and told tho crowd that 
ho was fighting tho dobbcb in Now 
York.

Winter, Wis.— John H. DIotz, wound- 
ed and weakened from loss of blood, 
but securely handcuffed nevertheless 
to a special deputy sheriff nearly 
twice his size, was brought to Winter 
Saturday night under armed guard. 

It was a funeral procession as well 
as a march of triumph that wended its 
way slowly through tho eight miles of 
dense woods between thlB village and 
tho bullet riddled homestead from 
which tho outlaw of Cameron dam 
and his family woro dragged after six 
hours of fierce fighting. 

Last in tho lino of march four stal- 
wart deputies bore aloft tho sheeted 
form of Oscar Harp, their former com- 
rade, who was found shot dead on the 
hill back of tho Dletz cabin when tho 
battlo was over. Stumbling along be- 
side tho body was Chet Colfetch, 
whOBO right ear was shot off in tho 
flght William Rankin, a deputy, also 
was shot In tho ear. 

Mrs. DIotz Expects the Stork. 

Although Dletz surrendered at 3:20 
o'clock In the afternoon his captors 
did not reach here with him until a 
lato hour at night This Blow progress 
was duo In part to the delay occa- 
sioned in starting from the homestead 




at 9:46 o'clock Saturday morning. At 
that time Leslie Dletz was out in the. 
clearing after the cows. He was about, 
an. eighth of a mile from the cabin and 
each step wasj bringing him closer to 
a horseshoe shaped breastwork of! 
stono built by tho elder Dletz during 1 
his trouble with the lumber companies; 
four years ago. 

In this breastwork, which Dletz calls, 
his "stronghold," Deputy Jack Brit^. 
ten was concealed, having crawled to! 
it before daybreak from" tho woods a; 
hundred yards or so in tho rear. In) 
these woods, along tho edge of the 
clearing, a score or more deputies i 
covered Britten's position. 

At tho time Leslie Dletz was out' 
after the cows the other members of I 
tho family were busy at their usual | 
morning tasks. Dletz and his wlfoi 
were in. the cabin when tho firing, 
starred, but tholr daughter, Helen, was] 
starting to help Leslio round up the 
cows. v 

Ab Helen approached her brother. 
Deputy Britten called upon tho latter 
to surrender. Leslie made no reply/ 
but turned toward tho house and ran' 
as fast as ho could. Britten fired at! 
him, and then four other deputies, the

In fact, It was his wife's delicate 
condition and partial collapse during 
tho battlo that forced Dletz to send 
his younger daughter Into tho clear- 
ing In front of the cabin with a flag of 
surrender. 

A number of tho men who remained 
In Winter while tho fighting was going 
on made wild threats of lynching 
Dletz. Although little fear was felt 
that they would attempt to molest 
Sheriff Madden's prisoner, the saloons 
were ordered closed, and precautions 
were taken to check any disorder the 
minuto it started. 

Sheriff Madden took John and Leslie 
Dletz to Haywood, the county seat, In 
on auto Boon after the party reached 
Winter. 

Buildings Are Riddled. 
Dletz did not surrendor until his 
cabin and every other building in his 
clearing had been riddled with bullets. 
For six hours and five minutes every 
volley fired by the attacking forces 
was replied to vigorously from the 
loopholed wall of the Cabin, and Mrs. 
Dletz says her husband fired every 
shot that was directed at the deputies. 
In spite of her declaration, her second 
son, Leslie, who was at his father's 
side during most of the flght, is n pris- 
oner and 1b as securely handcuffed as 
his parent. 

When tho officers had been con- 
vinced that tho appearance of Helon 
Dletz In tho clearing with a white flag 
was not a tubo they went to tho cabin 
and beheld a remarkablo sight 

Almost every inch of the floor was 
covered with flattened, twisted bits of 
lead that had been bullets until they 
tore through the cabin walls, knocking 
off splinters from the inside and fall- 
ing harmlessly, to the floor. 

Mrs. DIotz Sobs at Surrender. 
Sobbing on a chair In ono corner of 
tho room, with an apron thrown over 
.her head, sat Mrs. Dletz, whllo Leslie 
sat on a chair across from her, scowl- 
ing savagely but making no attempt to 
resist' tho officers' entrance. Tho 
youngest son, John, Jr., wsb called up 
from tho cellar, whore ho had been 
hidden from the bullets. 

"I don't know how I over lived 
through it," sobbed Mrs. DIotz. "It 
was terrible. I sat through it all in a 
corner of tho sitting room with Holen, 
and wo did not move during it all. I 
did not fire a Bhot, nor did tho chil- 
dren. If I hadn't argued and argued 
with John wo all would havo been 
dead before tomorrow morning." 

Dletz himself was so weak ho could 
not Btond. Ho had been shot In tho 
hand, but had kept on Bhootlng bla re- 
penting rifle and. automatic pistols un- 
til tho threatened collapse of his wife 
brought him to a realization that his 
was at best a losing light. 

Air In Cabin Full of 8moke. 
Moro than 1,000 shots had been fired 
Into tho house by the 100 picked sharp- 
shooters who made up Sheriff Mwl- 
•den'B posse. Thero is* no telling how 
many times Dletz had. replied, but the 
floor of tho cabin was littered wHa 
empty, rifle and revolver shells. 
The first shot in the battle was fired 
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Campbell jumped up a hundred yards 
In tho rear and also fired. 

Leslie continued to run, unhit by- 
any of tho bullets, while Helen sought 
refuge In the barn. 

When Losllo reached tho shelter of, 
tho barn ho turned and fired three 
shots from his revolver at Britten, 
without effect He then made his way: 
to the houBO safely. 

After that thero was no cessation in 
tho firing on either side. 

History of Dletz Battle. 
John P. Dletz came into tho lime- 
light years ago whon he defended 
Cameron dam on Thornapplo river 
against ono of the largest companloa 
In tho sate. He claimed tho dam was 
on his property and Ued up several 
winters' cuts of logs, valued at thou- 
sands of dollars, refusing to^ allow' 
thom to pass tho dam without paying' 
toll. 

Ho was fought In the courts by the 
lumber comparfy, but defied the order 
of judges and held off at the point of 
a gun all officers who attempted to 
servo papers upon him. 

Dletz won. The lumber company 
paid- him a largo sum and ho allowed 
the. logs to go through. 

Tho sheriff deputized men from all 
over the state to make the arrest of 
Dletz, and several were shot In fights. 
In ono engagement Dlotz's son waa 
shot in tho head, but recovered. 
Makes Self-Defense Claim. 
Tho latest controversy between 
Dletz and tho authorities of -Sawyer 
county dates from September 6, when 
Dletz shot and seriously wounded Bert 
Horrel in Winter, Wis., In a wrangle, 
It Is Bald, over rent duo on a school- 
houso. 

Dletz first quarreled with C. Q.j 
O'Hare, president of tho Winter school 
board, It Is said, and Horrel, taking 
O'Haro's part, struck DIotz. Dletz. 
then shot and has since claimed it was* 
In self-defense. 

Since tho shooting Dletz has defied; 
tho shoriff to servo a warrant on him.', 
In all thero wore eight indictments', 
against Dletz, and nearly as many: 
against his son Leslie. Many times i 
deputy sheriffs havo mot Dletz and! 
talked with him, but none darod servo} 
the papers they hod in their pockets. 
Feared for Wife and Babes. 
With Father Pllon and Deputy Shei\ 
Iff Thorbahn, when they went into tho 
cabin to arrest Dletz, were a number 
of nbwspaper men. 

Dletz submitted to arrest quiotly, 
saying: "I could not hold out any 
longer with myself and Leslie crip- 
pled. The bullets camo so fast It 
looked Uko tho wlfo and babies would 
get it, too." 

Dletz' left hand was in a sling and, 
ho waa smiling nnd spoko cheerfully 
to tho newspaper men. Ho posed for 
Boveral pictures with tho shoriff, in. 
one of which ho was shaking hands, 
with tho ofllclal. 

"Why didn't you givo in when fis- 
sured of. n fair trial by tho attorney 
general 7",a reporter asked. 

"They kept on changing their 
plans," ho replied, "and I did noj knbw 
what I could tepend upon. Besides, 
wo thought wo could havo lasted it 
out, and wo could havo but for tbo 
little baby wo expect"

Within a radius of 1,000,-mIles from 
New Orleans, there aro 65,000,000. 
Within the same radius from San 
Francisco there are only 0,000,000. 

At an average of 900 miles from 
New Orleans, thero are 70 of our 
principal cities with a combined 
population of 20,000.000. Averaging 
900 miles from San Francisco there 
are only 8 large cities, with a com- 
bined population of Just 1,000,000. 
Tho average distance .of all these 
cities to New Orleans Is 792 miles, — 
to San Francisco 2,407 miles. 

Over 75 per cent, of the people of 
the United States could go to an 
Exposition thero at an average ex-
